HILE one would natural.)

and to produce merely milk enough 
for her young. We have made an ar­ 
tificial machine of this cow, and it is 
an unnatural function to produce milk 
in large quantities. 
“Green grass,” says Mr. Palmer, 
“will furnish the nutrition for a cow a 
body maintenance, and its appetizing 
and stimulating qualities will encour­ 
age milk production, it is true; hut 
all too often the stimulating quality 
reacts, and by encouraging greater 
milk production when she does not re­ 
ceive a greater supply of feed, her 
body makes up the difference so that 
by the end of the grass season 
even 
a good grass season—her body is 
weaker than in the spring.” 
Mr. Palmer says that in 1917 he fed 
his cows until June loth and, like his 
neighbors, gave them pasture alone 
until 
September 
15th, 
when 
their 
steadily decreasing milk flow made 
him hurry delayed feed shipments. 
But in spite of iui that he could feed 
them with rich concentrates, the dam­ 
age hajj been done, and the milk flow

w o u n d s soldiers are convalescing. Or, 
it may be that the prescription is 
something like ibis;

Joints are pretty stiff and the hinges of 
your hips don t work right. 
Suppose 
iou play arch ball for an hour today 
and tomorrow and then prolong tho 
p* Hod of play a bit. This will do more 
for you than anything else.” 
Dr. Ii. F. Kallenberg, chief of Y. M. 
C. A. physical directors in the central 
military department, with headquar­ 
ters in Chicago, is receiving word al­ 
most^ daily that the latest method of 
treating wounded men in government 
hospitals in such r*as«»s as demand ex­ 
ercise of joints, lingers, wrists, legs or 
firms, is doing wonders for the sol­ 
diers. Ti ley not only are throwing off 
their ailments but are taking on rheer- 
fulness and a n^w interest in life, he 
declares. 
Tho treatment is “new” in 
that medical men examine each case 
and proscribe certain games to fit the 
needs of that case. 
No playing at 
games requiring exercise of muscles or 
Joints is done save under the direct su­ 
llen ision of a medical officer, Doctor 
Kallenberg asserts. 
Helping Government. 
“Physical directors of tile Y. M. C. 
A. are helping the government in these 
m atters at this time,” explained Doc­ 
tor Kallenberg. “I understand the ap­ 
plication of our theory that tile playing 
of certain games mend certain ail­ 
ments is being demonstrated with suc­ 
cess at various camps in the plain re- 
consTruction of tile physical man. We
